examine, if it isnot now Time to quit their 
finking Caufe, and come in; and f cannot 
but think, it is a very ufefal Hint to them} 


- whether they will accept it or no, that they 


muft determine. 

I have form’d my Atgument upon two 
Foundations. 1. Gratitude. 2. Policy— 
That of Gratitude I have rais’d from the 
Confideration of the Clemency and Lenity 
of the prefent Government to them, under 
all the Infults and Provocations receiy'd from 
them-—— That the Queen has on all Occa- 
fions born with them, not punifh’d them at 


all, or but only when fore’d by meer Ne= 
ceffity, and then as little as-poffible. And 
now, after all the Attempts of that Party fm 
Invafions, A flaffinations, Riots, Preachings, 
Prayings, PrintMgs— Yet, as if it were to 
prompt their Reafon, and add to the Ar- 
- ig the defperate Circumftantes of 
their Caufe prefents to them, her Majefty 
has, ts make them perfely eafie—Given 
them an uoufual, and I dare fay, an unex- 
pe&ted A& of Grace Now, all their 
Hands are wafh’d clean, their Spots oblite- 
rated, their Crimes pardon’d, their Dif 
affe&tions bury’d, Refentment is laid by, 
Juftice pacify’d, and if they will be fafe they 
may I cannot doubt, but many 
of thefe Gentlemen will be won by ae 
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indnefs hasa perfuafive Powe 
Upon an ingenuous Temper—— And many 
of thefe Gentlemen are too much Mafter of 
Temper, not to be influenc’d by fo much 
Goodaefs : But becaufe fome People are not 
to be engag’d by Kindnefs, aod grow upon 
the Weaknefs, as theyterm it, of good Na- 
ture, I fhall argue with them alittle upon 
another Head, vx. The Policy, the Wit 
dom, the Prudence of ftanding out, after 
all Human Probabilities bid them defpair 5 
and this is the fecond Argument. 


2. The apparent Improbability of compaffing 
their Depgns. 


-To argue this clofely, I muft examine, 
Firft, What are the’Depeadencies of the 
Facobite Intereft ? —And Secondly, What 
Condition thofe Props are in to {upport 
them ? 

I think itis evident, and few will difpute 
it with me, Facobitifm and French Power 
ftand on the fame Foot, indeed are the 
fame thing ; for ‘as the laft ebbs or flows, 
the firft finksorfwims; asthe laft grows 
ftrong or weak, the firft ftands or falls— 
And tho’ fome have pretended to divide be- 
tween thefe two, and to perfwade us, that. 
Facobite Principles do net depend upon 
French Power, yet we find by the Confe- 
quence of things, they canaot be {eparated. 
—If French Power prevails abroad, faco- 
bitifm would foon prevail at home 3 this is 
like Mojes’s Arms held up againft the 
Moabites 5 if thefe are held up, their Party 
here are held up——~And we find it true in 
its contrary; for now French Power begins 
to fink, the Facobite Caufe drops with it. 

How inuch this is to the Credit of that 
Party, let themfelves determine, ‘who 
while they cal} themfelves Proteftants, and 
talk loudly of the Proteftant Religion, yet 
depend for their Support upon Popery vido- 
vious Expe& their Refisration at the 
Price of Popifh Forces, thedding the Btood 
of their Proteftant Brethrens———Ner can 
they expe@, their Party or Caufécin rile, 
but by Popery and Tyranny prevailing and 
trampling upon Liberty and Protefant.Re- 
ligion————_ I carinot but recoramend this 
Thougnt tothe Confideration of the moft 


inking a 
aa and with they 
ferious Debate with themfelve: 

It remains now to examine, wha 
dition the French ate in to fuppor 
Gentlemen, fince they are their onl 
pendences——And really, were I not 
ing more ferioufly with thefe People, I 
be very merry with the Notion of Fr 
Proteétion ; but will you be pleas’d to ; 
abroad a little, Gentlemen of the Facobise — 
Intereft, and view the prefent Condition of — 
your great Deliverer. an 

The King of France began this laft War 
in the Height of his old infulting Stile—— 
In View of his moft exalted Hopes, andin — 
almoft.the fame Terms that he formerly — 
made War with the States of #e2ind—— 
Viz. That he had THOUGHT FIT in © 
Englifh thus—That tho’ he had made afo- 
lemn Treaty with England and Hollind— 
For the Settlement of the Spanifh Succefhon: 
tho’ he had folemnly {wore t; che Ren»oci- — 
ation of the Spami(s Dominios at the Pyre- 
nean Treaty, and had folemaly leagu’d with 
Spain at that time, on this expref. Condi- 
tion, that the Spanijb Monarchy fhould ne- 
ver be annex’d to the Houfe of Boxrbon—em 
Yet that upon the pretended Wii of the 
late King of Spain, his moft Chriftiaa Ma- 
jefty had THOUGHT FiT to give his 
Grandfon Leave, &c. that is, That be ra- 
ther chofe to break ia upon the folema Re- 
runciations, the Oaths and Proteftatisns 
made in the Treaty at Fonterabiz, that he 
chofe to break his folemn League with the 
Abies, rather than not do what he thought 
fit for the Greatnefs and Glory of his Ame 
bition--_——— Again, That tho” he had 
own'd the late King Willizm, made a Peace 
with him as King of England, fent and re- 
ceiv’d Embaffies to and from him asKing. 
Yet upon the Profpeé of the Rup- 
ture he had refolved on, he THOUGHT 
FIT to fay ie all back again, and todrefs 
Apanother King of England, and give the 
Titles of thefe Dominions ta a Race, whu 
we had outed of the Pofleffion, ard by Law 
excluded from the Succeffion. 

While the King of France wasin a Pofture 
to treat us at this Rate, while he talk’d in 
fuch a Stile, as if he had Right to do every 
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Leagues, unfay all Engagements, ard 

i down to day what he buile yefterday, 
dail becaufe he hss THOUGHT FIT; 
While he could do thus, I cannct fo much 
__ cry down the Politicks of our Facobites, for 
being perfwaded by their Leaders to depsad 
upon this mighty Monarch for reftoring 
their Caufe-———~— Here was the Original 
“of their Boatts; all their Infuits of the Go- 
--yernment, and Oppotition to what wife 
— Men thought was their Interet, was buile 
upon this Foundation, thatthe French King 
would weather all the Srorma-*War, worft 
the Confederates, or tire them out in the 
_ War; and that at laf they fhould fee the 


~ Confederacy weakned to chat Degree, that 
they might have a Blow for it—and retrieve 
their Cauce, a 

Bat after having thus far own’d the Rea- 
fons they might have for their former 
Hoves—Ie would bea firguler Fivour, if 
they would be pleas’d to tell us, what they 
bope in NOW Anid if avy are fo far 
deluded'ts hope ftill—It would b= a Piece of 
Service to them, to let them know what 
Condition the French are in, that they might 
examine, whether their Hopes are rational 
orso, and fee, if they have not been delu- 
ded to truft in that which has no probable 

wer to fupport them. 
Po When thie laft War began, the French 
were indeed formidable, they poffefs'd all 
the Spanifp Dominions with a Torrent of 
Succefs, and the. Cenfederates had a me- 
lancholy Profpe& before them ; the French 
at once gotall the ftrong Towns in the Ne- 
therlands into their Poffefhon, asd made 
the Dutch Forces in them Prifoners 5 Na- 
mure, that coft fo much Blocd, was gain‘d 
without a Stroké ftruck 3 the Barrier to the 
States-General was entirely taken away, 
and the Du:ch feil to fortifying Sluys and 
Bergen-op-zcom, Towns of their own Frone 
tiers ; Portugal came into their Intereft; 
the Bavarian revolted to them, and threat- 
ned the Imperial Throne, the Germans 
were driven back out of /taly, and the Frenuh 
appcar’d at the Gates of the City of 7renr.

when the Confederates were ander th fe 
Circumftances GOD alone clofed 
the Eyes of the French from their Advanta- 
ges, and prevented their fetting thelr Feet 

in Scotland, while the Confederacy were 
embarrafs’d with the yet unbroken Power 

of the two Crowns, and would have been 
but in an ill Condition to have the War 
brought fo near their own Doors 
Had he landed the Pretender in Scotland at 
that time, and fent him 10000 Men, which ° 
he could have fpar’d better than he can now 
{pare 20003 had he pufh’d his Intereft» 
there, as he did among the Malecontents in 
Hungary~He had made Scotland the Seat of 
a bloody War, he had ruin’d the Hapes of 
that Glorious Union, which he has fince fat 
ftill and feen concluded to his infinite Re- 
gret, not being in a Condition to hinder it. 

But miffing this Opportunity, pray, Gen- 
tlemen, will you examine his prefent Cir- 
cumftances, and by what Steps your Caufe: 
has funk to a State of Defperation, andyou 
fhail foon fee, whether it is not wholefome 
Advice to perfwade you to quit a Party, 
that muft quickly quit you and your Caufe 
too. 

While France was puffing her Gtory in- 
Tsaly, and Vienna it {elf trembled at the Ap- 
preach of the Duke of Bavaria, the Allies 
made the beft of theic Time on this Side 5 
the Englifh by Negotiation brovght the 
King of Portugal and the, Duke of Savoy off 
from the French Intereft—And laid a Four- 
dation of two new Scenes of A@ion.in Spain 
and in Piemont At rhe fame tine 
the Duke of Marlborough carry’d on the 
War with unexpe@ed Succefs, and clear’d 
the French out of Spanifh Guelderdand, hiege, 
Lim!'urgh, and they ifaw themfel ves deliver'd 
from the Neighbourhood, of aw-Eriemy, 
which was fo uneafieto them. a 

And now the Affairs of Germany grow. 
defperate, and the Empire was at the Brink 
of Raia, when the Duke of Marlborough 
with che Confederate Army made that ftu- 
perdious March into the Heart of Germany, 
and pufhiag into Bavaria, making War in 


earneft, drove the French and Bavarian to 


the 


the Neceéffity of a Battle, and gave them 
the greateft Overthrow that has been re- 
ceiv’d by any’ Army in Ewrope, fince the 
great Battle of Leipfick between the Impe- 
rialifts and the Swedes. 

From this Time by a Series of Succeffes, 
and with little or no Interruption, the Af. 
fair of Spain excepted, the French Affairs 
have gone down-hill, they Bave indeed born 
up under the greateft Lofles, that ever any 
Empire ftood with4 the Roman Empire was 
at the Brink of Ruin by the one Battle of 
Canna, and Carthage, bidding fair for bein 
Miftrefs of the World, fel with half the Lofs 
‘that France has ftood under—Nay, and did 
notHeaven apparently fight againft France, 

. anid joyn with the Gonfederate Arms by ad- 
ding Famiae to the Sword, it might ftill be 
‘doubted, whether France would not ree 
- cover Breath after fo many mortal Wounds. 

But from the Battle of Hock/ted, France 
has gone down, fhe has loft all Bavaria, 
with all the Acquifitions of that revolted 
Duke in Suabie and Francois in.one Cam- 
paiga—And being driven back in a fhatter’d 
miferable Gondition, loft the ftrong Town’ 
sof Landan the very fame Campaign. 

In- Italy, the has loft the great Battle of 
Turin sand has been content, for faving the 

* Remainder of her Armies, to quit her Foot- 
ing in-Jsaly, and has fince feen the Enemy 
-pufhing into Dauphine and Provence, ané 
‘tis now with the utmoft Difficulty that fhe 
-defends her own Frontiers. 

In Flanders, the loft the great’ Battle of 
Remellies—Has been oblig’d to quit Fies- 
ders, and is now ia the utmoft Terror ups 
on juft A pprehenfions of feeing..the Con- 
fedesate Armies at the Gates of Paris. 

Under all thefe Difafiers, the is now la- 
bouring apd ftruggling with Famine and’ 
Want of Bread-——— Her pablick Credit: 
ruin’d, the ‘Circulation of Mosey ftop’d, 
dnd the whole Kingdom in Canfution——— 
While fenfible enough .f her Condition, 
fhe isuing for Peace upon the beft Terms 
fhe can get.
